PUBLIC WORKS are of two 
kinds, They ean be divided 


roughly into revenue-producing | 
}or self-liquidating projects, and 


non-revenue-producing projects 


| Expenditures on the first of 


these can be considered as cap- 


ital or investment expenditure | 


and the second must be consid- 
ered as an operating expense, 
Both kinds call for govern- 
menta] expenditure, And, as we 
have noted in previous columns, 
if a government is going to spend 


| 
money it must first of all obtain | 


it from somewhere or somebody 
It can either raise the money by 
taxation or borrow it. If the 
money is raised by taxation then 
there is no increase in the total 
amount of money available for 
the purchase of goods, the effect 
is merely to take money away 
from one person in order to give 
it to another, As it is customary 
to take from those who have the 
most and give it to those who 
have the least the effect will be 
to increase to some degree the 
amount of money immediately

Another Lonely Valley 


We got out of the plane, then stood for a moment look- 
ing at the valley around us 

For this was the valley we had heard so much about 
the spot where the McLeod brothers had been murdered on 
the way out from their gold mine, the spot Indians 
claimed was guarded by evil spirits, where head hunters 
great hairy men—were roam in bands and weird 
mists rose from the ground 

Oh credulous and gullible world! Your far-off valley on 
the lost horizon of the North, the Shangri-La you wanted 
so much to believe in, the vale that set your soul aflame 
with the fire of adventure, exists only in your own imagina- 
tion. 

Like the mirages we saw in the far-off mountains of 
the Nahanni, Headless Valley melts away when you reach it 

It is just another lonely, silent valley—more silent per- 
haps than other valleys closer to home—ominous only by 
the virtue of its inaccessibility 

The valley we travelled 1,400 miles to see is cursed only 
by the silence of the tomb 


Crumbling Cabins Left 


No living thing, beast or human or head hunter roams 
| its untrodden snows. We saw no tracks of man, or bird ot 
beast anywhere long its 10-mile length. We didn’t even see 
a bird in the sky, nor hear a chirp 

But on a river bank, a mile from our landing place 
we found two ancient cabins crumbling quietly into the 
| earth. 

A rubber boot, an old syrup can, a rusty tobacco tin 
a pin-up girl—these were the signs that showed that civiliza- 
tion had come briefly to Deadman’s Valley 

In this ghost town of two homes—which we christened 

| the capital of Headless Valley—we placed our street signs 

Then on the main street we nailed up a boastful banner, 
which should please the circulation department if nobody 
else 

“To other expeditions: The Vancouver 
the news. First into ‘Headless Valley’.”’ 

Before we could cross the treacherous Nahanni to reach 
the cabins, we had to feel our way over the thin ice 
chopping through the snow with an axe to determine its 
thickness. We left a zig-zag trail on the river, and although 
the cabins were less than a quarter of a mile away, we cover 
ed more than a mile and a half to reach them 

The entrance to Deadman’s Valley is a breathtaking a 
piece of scenery as I've ever seen. For grandeur, it outdoes 
the Canadian Rockies, 

When we left Gus Kraus’ hot springs, we flew about 15 
miles through a dizzy canyon whose sheer rock walls ris 
1,500 feet from the river 

Other canyons, equally as spectacular 
parallel this main gorge. 

Our plane was tossed about like a shuttlecock by the 
fierce down drafts and cross winds that how! around the 
naked rocks with a wailing sound that has helped to fabri 
cate the legend of the area 

Hundreds of caves, as common to this type of limestone 
formation as the hot springs, literally honeycomb the square
